Finding artifacts for the 
exhibition, eapecially ones that 
il»wed Iho ^iirailo Mia of MuBiA'a 
•upport for ^ Nasto, wm ^HAeult. 
The museum advertised in local 
newspapers and received a wave of 
donations, many from people who 
wno evidntty ralMVied to bo rid of a 
doeum^t or other ttoBi th^ ted bean 
hiding for years. 

Some items could not be found. 
For example, the Nazis sponsored a 
100-pieoe symphony orchestra whc^ 
mmAmm were uBttnaa designed 
fton a aketch by HMir. Cuniton 
searched widely for oao of ttko 
uniforms but without mioc^s. 

It was certainly no coincidence 
that Hitler built his first 
oonwwiti ' rtl Ba msa^ DactoM, m fto 
outakirta of Munich. The part of the 
exhibition devoted to the evil 
perpetrated there is perhaps its most 
powerful. It iiu;lud» tlumaands of 
imtik ^rtitotea, oMh ^a<^^y 
noting relovant detaila, imt^^^ 
caute of death ("severe chest 
h@norrhage due to bullet wound"). 

Artifacts from the death camp at 
Auschwitz are also included to 
rwiiad viaitora of ikt rmiMa of 



Nazism. A chest of confiscated 
meiM>rahs and silverware has the 
taroe pufpoee. 

Sev^al small anti-Nazi groups 
formed in Munich in the 1920s and 
*30s and were brutally suppressed 
The exhibition also has a pl£u:e for 
theae groups, among them the White 
Roae, vi^idi was fiMuidad by two kwiri 
stoc^ts, brother and aatm, m}mwmm 
arrested and executed. 

The focus of the exhibition, 
howovor, M tlie reaetk« of orcUnaiy 
peof^ to flw of N^ta. 

"^e in Germany have giv«i a kst 
of attention to the perpetrators and 
the victims," said Brigitte Schutz, the 
curator wlu) organized the exhibition. 
"I whM to Movo b^ond that, to 
ahow how Borml peeirie ptfti^pMod 
in the ^irtam in ao mapy nnall ways. 
It beeraa m aecifted part of 
life."

young people who go anwnd calling 
themselves neo-Nazis," Schutz said. 
"So much is tolerated in modern 
Gerraaqy thi^iiMA i^out the only way 
you en ttill ttuA, fmfkt is to me 
Nazi ^mbola or slogans. Most kids 
do this for the shock valup without 
having any idea of what Nazism really 
was. You hope that exhibitions like 
tto a^t teach th@n ocmething.''

right time for the fraternity to recolonize. 

•'People are upset about the rape and that's understandable 
because what hai^ned was awful." Ricardo said. "And the behavior 
of the chapter dficials was horrible and the national chapter pulled 
their charts. But it's not fair to call us rapists for the actions of a few. 

"All those members are gone, they have graduated and are not 
part of the university community, that s why Pi Kappa Alpha feels 
it is time to come back, " Ricardo said. 

Ricardo added that while WC does not recognize the fratwmity, 
Pike rush, which mdb Si^ndi^. is being hM accordtng to their 
rules. 

"We're following the IFC rules to a tee," Ricardo said. "It is an 
open, dry rush." 

He added that each night more than 80 prospective pledges have 
attended the rush parties held all week. 

But others who remember the rape and the refusal of members 
to cooperate with the police in 1988 said tl^y are appalled fay the 
Pikes' return and their activities. 

"Their arrogance and privilege is what is most disturbing to jm^' 
said social work Associste Professor Sharon Maxwell, who said sIm 
felt nauseated when she »w a mpf ^ a Pike rush post«r ia the 
Bellamy building where she works. "They feel they're above any 
sanctions by not cooperating then and coming back now. I really see 
them in the same light as the Ku Klux Klan. I don't think the Pikes 
will ever change. 

**W9 really hard for me to believe that any student who has an 
understanding of sexual Msaiilt would want to be sssodsted with 
this orgsmization or would want to see it back on campus," the added. 

Despite the opposition to the Pike rush and the violation of their 
suspension, Watson said IFC and the university cannot take any 
m^tim becaiae the Pike house is on private property.

In 1990, only 18 percent of Fortune 500 
companies gave employees a mandatory paid 
day off for the holiday, Mint-on said.

Although 49 of 50 states observe King's 
birthday — New Hampshire celebrates the 
holiday by executive order, meaning the 
governor can cancel it next year — many people 
use it to sleep late or go shopping. Minton said

violei^. 

At tiiat time, nMu^r osiirid««d the 
vigilantes' acU jusUfied. Tto Tam- 
pa Morning Trtfeun^ disapproved of 
mob actions, but mipported their 
result. 

'This offaed an<^er prod' to the 
UmlmB N^/' tiie papw eom- 
mented, "that he cannot with im- 
punity or even hope of escape raise 
his hands against a white woman."

Tliere is no 
detailed descriptions of how the 
characters behaved, dressed or set 
their tables. This is a story of human 
strength against some of the most 
formidable odds and how love can 
conquer all, not a pi^ of fluff <m 
period ctetail.

Educators fear government meddling

Philadelphia is clearly aimed at a 
mass audience. Whether the public 
responds remains to be seen. But 
Robert Bnistein, theatw critk: for The

questionable at best. (He had not seen 
the movie at the time eC ^is 
interview.) 

"1 think the audience is very aware 
of the issue," Brustein said. "It's a 
highly publicized issue.

1994 marks the 30 aimiversary of 
the historic Civil Rights Act of 
1964, which outlawed racial 
dii^in^MtoA in public accom- 
modMHmi mamm tiw MtkMi. 

In the 30 years since that 
highwatar mark in the Civil Ri^ta 
Movement, the number of African- 
American elected officials has in- 
creased horn barely 100 to more 
^aa 8,000; the numlMp of ^Hmb- 
AiMficaB mayors has soared from 
zero to more than 400; the number 
of blacks in Congress has moved for 
ward from five in 1964 to 40 today. 

Yet raw auabert do not 
iMMieMartl^ mean an iiareMO of real 
power. One can have "r^p^senta- 
tion" without "empowerment." 

As a younger generation of 
African-Americans, too young to 
have partk^ted in ih$ prwt eivil 
disobedteet mmpaigM msmt the 
south 30 yemm ago, surveys the cur 
rent racial scene, they ask 
themselves, "What went wrong?"

Mexican Indian 
uprising may be 
political warfare

Whflo Mexico's tii^tiy-oeBMkd 
media dkr few hints of broader 
stakes involved, many analysts 
privately worry that the uprising 
signals a widening schism within 
ruling political party, Uie PRI,

^ eoimbry's pcditieal stability. 

What most worries analysts here 
is that the real instigators of the 
Zapatist National Liberation Army 
lyriAig mmm*% Indian agitators Init 
high-level dissident faeti«» within 
tkt PRI itself, intent on discrediting 
the free trade policies of President 
&diiuia de Gortari. To that end they 
haw beta quick to exploit historic 
ImUui dMoontaM ovw Umd as miW 
as tNToader public fears that Mextoo 
is surrendering its sovereignty to 
the NAFTA. But their long-term 
aim IS to shore up a (^ntraiiz^ 
qrrtem of political and ^^nomic

subsides to their suppmtera. The 
move to a decentralized free market 
economy is now doing away with 
these practices.

No matter what happens in 
Chiapas, tYve image of the Salinas 
Mlministration groping towards 
deoMO'^y un^ NAFTA many 
already hma been seriously tar- 
nished by events in Chiapas. Mex 
ico's army has a long history of 
violently si4>prea8ing opposition 
and there is widespread fi^reign con 
cem over the repression oi in- 
digenous people. Putting down the 
ZNLA uprising will likely bring 
back the image of Mexico as a 
typical Latin American country 
where the military periodically 
runs amok. 

Salinas' conservative critics will 
point to the Chiapas ujrising as a 
sign that the weakening of even 
tralized control under his reform 
policies will give rise to separatist 
ethnic and regional forces that 
could well spell the breakup of the 
county Already the northern states 
are being drawn closer to Texas and 
the American Southwest while th 
poorer, more Indian i^aa of the 
south are di^U^ tawarcb Central 
America. 

As the Salinas administration 
struggles to transform Mexico into 
a modern state, the worst case 
scenario of Chiapas is that it 
presages the dissolving of the glue 
that has held the states together for 
more than 60 years.

One 
is that we ought to worry about it 
in terms of diversity I mean more 
than ethnic and racial diversity, I 
mean social stateM or ukckm level 
and so scholarships are an anwir 
to that. They also should move tui 
tion up and frankly, they should 
move academic standards up, which 
I hqpe we'U ^ aver a period of time. 
You have uioth«r type of elitist pro- 
blem, the threat of creating a new 
elite of people who join an educated 
class that are through with their 
education and ^t apart for the rest 
ai their life. I ttiink ymi addre^ that 
proMen by having Mne »>m|^- 
hensive idki immunity wrv^, 
that is you really connect with the 
jieople who you're educating with 
their communities. I don't want to 
itttt saying that I would not at all 
be unhsi^ if iMttid op miy.

going to be coming through the sys^m . . . md only the b^, 
motivated students will gain admission. 

Flambeau: It's easy to say you will be able to increase scholarships, 
but what other problems are you up against to do that? Where would you 
take tfie mmney ftwB? 

lyMuAer^'- Going back to my (New Ymk Univwtity law aOmtA) 
example, the dean there took it out of tuition money. As tuition raised, 
it wasn't a direct relationship, but he made sure that he had enough tuition 
waiver money and scholarship money. Also, I see it as a big part of our 
whole fundraising operatic. As you deal with people who want to give 
iiMMwy to a wdiwatty, it unial^ omM to emviace tiiem to give mra^ 
to lelwltfthipa-when you're talking a typical donor, ^at*s wto« 
want to give money. You almost have to talk them into ^viag it to a 
professorship or someplace else 

Flambeau: The mascot issue has gotten a lot of attention lately— there's 
been eowam diaesi^Mil witii oerUin ^oups as far as use of tl^ maa(^. Do 
you MO Ate m becoming a p»Uotb M all . . . ? 

D'Alemberte: First of all, I gu^ Fd have to rephraae the quMticm— I 
don't think FSU talks in terms of a mascot What is thought of here is 
that FSU adopted the Seminole name m part because there is a great deal 
of tradition behind that name m Florida history. We're nc^ thinking of 
this in BSMOl toma, we're tiiiidiing of it in symbol terms. I would think 
m thte wlMle iaaiM that we've ^ to take a of mir ImA fttm Uie 
Seminole. I think not only President Lick, but othora Modated with the 
university, have been very sensitive to the feelings of Seminoles, both 
Florida and Oklahoma. Chief Haney (of the Oklahoma Seminole Tribe). 
I haven't hiui extenaive diacuasions with him, but I've understood from 
his pr ea enee mtA praaeace of other Seminole iMidm that tlwy have 
reid^ ei^med, essentially, the use €i tUa ^raibol, tmi tiMgr'iw actually 
expreaaed 8«ne pride. With that, I'm n^ v«py much moved by what non 
Seminole Indians have to say. I've not heard any comment directed by 
Seminoles on any of the sub-institutions, such as Scalphunters and that 
mri of thing. But tibat'a the kind of thing you ou^t to always talk through 
wtettar ttee'a ^rect ol^etton or not. ovmfaU, it'a r^kM* rin^e->l 
tiii&k as loi^ as ikm Bmstatkm tm N^nr w^ te, wm mifiA to be pemiA 
to carry that name. 

Flambeau: Do you think there's any responsibility on the university's 
part to start providing scholarships or programs. An example was in 
December's graduating claaa there was a Seminole Indian, and he was 
ttie firat. Why te he tlw only SMunoto tiuit has pvAiated fron PRJ? 

D^Atemborte: Some of that's be«i (tone— I think it's been a really minor 
amount. But I think that answer lies in the situation the tribes find 
themselves. First of all, these are not large tribes, and they're dispersed, 
here and in Oklahoma. I was a little bit surprised to hear that there had 
nev@r been anybody before. M thiA^irt doom't get to tiie teme of whether 
the aymbol riiould be uaed or not. I think it's desirable to have greater 
diversity, including Native Americans, at a university I know there are 
some people on the faculty who have tried to bring that luive Inad to teing 
some of that about, but have not been successhil. 

. . . The Seminole tribe is probably a lot better known because of this 
name and in part bettiMe of the wiQf the uBiiwp^y hM cone to t^ dNnit 
that tei^ition. I thiidc that's the aowee of^ prMe ai^ the reason why 
we're not likely to ^t dejections. 

Flambeau: Is there anything the administration could do in light of 
Pi Kappa Alpha sort of thumbing its n<we at the ban that was extended 
to it by the administration? 

l^A I—i b e ttet NoUiii^ mudi oMne tto it'a dni^. My teefcground tm 
a lawyw » m Ame»teient worii, and wten you atart getting into 
free sp^h aad Miodation ima», I grt very sensitive very fa^. So I really 
don't want to interfere v^th anyone's right of free association, so I would 
not go beyond what we ve done. But there's ancAher issue, that is what 
(to the people associated with Pi Kappa Alpha locally and natkmally mmA 
to do-do tii^ wa^ to be a b«M ftde part thte iuiiv««ity cMBimuiity. 
Ai^ if ao, tlMy've got to know thiA tl^'re not making friends in the 
^wtont body, among Greek organizations or with the university 
administration. That's not to say that people can't come in some day and 
redeem themselves. I personally draw a fairly sharp line betw^n what 
is el^ly the right of free aaaoeiatko on private property Mid tl» right 
to p«rtidpato in urt va^y evente. 

FlanbMMB A Icrt of people felt like your presidency will hdp put a st(^ 
to the perception that FSU is only a party scho^. Doyott aaa the attenUmi 
that story got as being a problem for FSU? 

D'Alemberte: In a way this is sort of a delicate thing to talk iteM 
beeauae a university ought to be tan— pec^le ateuld e^<qr foing to a 
tt^iw^. My wonry te ttot tiie UMge of b«^ a party school fits too 
eloaely with recent reports of alcohol abuse or sexual assault. When the 
line takes off in that direction it really doesn't look that good. I'm going 
back to community service~I think that's one <rf the reasons that we ought 
to rethink about a comprehensive program twmittnity Mr¥iM. I think 
whm atudeote, partiMmlariy ataiante h^ ifeadi^ Mi ftK^, «e invirive^ 
in oM^f^anriwaawMsify a^rvioe, and that's kiKnm fairly wide outside 
the univerrity, people outside the university would understand that 
frivolous people don't involve themselves in community servi<^, J see 
community aervice in many different ways, and one way is a i»th to get

us out of that image 

Flambeau: About the (FSU) Foundation: We're assuming, although it's 
still up in the air, that (embattled Capital Campaign Diiector) Frank Fito 
will resign . . . 

D'Atomberte: I've been vei^ cwdbl not to try to gM into Jwi^nBMn^ 
about who's right and who's wrong abmit ^at i^ole biuineaa. Looki^ 
at Frank Fite I see a person who knows his busine^, who's professional— a 
career Air Force officer who saw combat duty. I feel he is a person who 
is knowledgable about running the campaign. I hope some way can be 
w«c^^ out to iMe that IsMwled^. I tidnk Frank Fite Iwa mM that he 
le^^izes that he can't run the foundation, I think he knows that. He's 
never minced words with me, he's always said that. I think he's in a 
position where he's not managing the foundation— that's pretty clear and 
he's said as much himself. But I don't think we need to break him off, 
eitl^r. From what I've aeen he aeenui like a decent peram 

PtambMiiB U aoumte like to r^ly cha^p the feui^tiim, it'a going to 
take more than jurt chai^ng the dteKtor. Do you have any idea fwr how 
to reshape the organization? 

D'Alemberte: 1 think that's true I've got some ideas, but 1 haven't 
concluded on exactly what. I'm worried about the same problems. I think 
there are some ways it can be done, but it involves ^ting the right people 
in line and having a conference with the foundation board. And I've told 
the foundation hoard I hope the whole project involves some considerable 
reformation of the foundation itaelf, and they've been quite receptive to 
the idea. 

Flambeau: Do you have any (pinions on Bee via and tethead? 
D'Alemberte: You know, I have never seen it. I come from a generation 
that simply doesn't watch that much television— I still don't watch that 

much television. I was amazed when Janet Reno made her comments on 
violence on television Janet'.s an old friend, former law partner 1 got some 
calls from media people asking what the devil is Janet doing talking about 
censorship and the media I said, Dcm't take Janet too aerioualy, ahe'a wmm 
seen a complete television show.

ISrtoB mamtafaw there k a need for oMire rtudy of 
the complex plumbing system of the Wakulla, and said 

that the state is unwilling to do the research. He also 
alleged that the propostni boundaries of the restricted 
zone were f<»ii^ arbitrarily and not based on scientific 
data. 

"It appears as though the State of Florida is 

att ompt ing to expand the bmindari^ crfWakuUa Springs 
State Park, without acquiring the necessaiy property 
to do so," he wrote. The state "is attempting to have 
WalniUa Cmmty enact an ordinance that will unduly 
re^%t the property rights ot teUviduals withm this 
»ne, thereby redudnf pr^^erty vahies." 

But Whitehouse countered that developing the 
sensitive area near the springs, which he called the 
"crown jewel of Wakulla County," c<mld forever change 
a tot mcxe than Uie property value.

where (Kirttm) wants to build a gas staticm, ami a 
sinkhole right in the middle of the prop**rty, which 
means that the potential for groundwater contamination 
IS enormous," Whitehouse said.

"It was not an issue of competition wiUi Am^i^ Imt 
only confrontation," he said. '*Sovwtiirtm^l^ fMlly 
took the best from the West " 

Gurshtein said it was an unrealistic goal for Russian 
■cMAitte to beli^re they could overtake the United 
Sta^ in astnmomy because technology from the West 
was not rwiily availaUe to the eomrtri^ isolMed 
behind the Iron Curtain 

**There was not a flow of information out of the West 
because of tim many limitations such as language and 
Ub^gy/* CkirriHein mM. 

Now, with all of the poltical turmoil surrounding the 
disintegration of Communism and the abolition of the 
Soviet Union, science has found its resources lacking 
and Its manpower dwimlling. He said the majority of 
ebservat«te and aatamnucal iastttutes are now in 
war-tm areas such as Geoi^a wmA Armenia. 

Gur^tfeiB said that the institute in the Ukraine are 
suffering because there are no scientists to operate the 
equipment as weU as a hudL of fuiuls fcNr ^»ace jwf^ams 
in Russia.

The bottom line is that Florida's universities have actually 
l^ome much less aflbrdable to middle- and lower-class 
families and that debt is increasingly relied upon to finance 
a public collie educatk>n. 

"Differential tuition" poses a similar threat to the State 
University System. Through differential tuition, certain state 
universities will be allowed to charge more than other state 
universities, a radical step away from the state's 
longptamling policy cf uniform tuition amcng all nine 
universities in the State University System. 

Not only is differential tuiticm the first tAmp toward the 
creation of a "flagship" university system, as with higher 
tuition it also is the first step toward a system of universities 
where admission is gained not on the basis of academic or 
iirteltoeteMl merit but on the basis of the relativi wealth of 
one's family. There is umply iio^MM»ti«i for a fAky of 
"differential tuition" which bases enrollment at certain 
institutions upon wealth. 

The regents have adinowledged the state's shortage of 
financial aid and the widening gulfbetween available need 
baaed financial aid moA Um eoit of attending a state 
university. Yet when aifced how tiny could justify the impact 
of potential tuition increases upon Florida's students in light 
of such serious shortfalls in financial aid, the regents have 
replied that the SUS would be seeking more than $54 million
